ple on the shores of Africa; but what 
'do you suppose must have been my 
_ feelings, when I saw them in this state 
in civilized and christian families, and 
even i the families of ministers and 
some of their missionaries? We have 
| been told in this country, ofthe salutary 
influence the colonists were exerting 
over the natives by a residence among 
them. How sadly was I disappointed, 
| when [ saw the situation of these poor 
‘natives antong the colonists: looked 
down upon as théir inferiors, and of 
course their children regard them in 
the same condition. J asked a partic- 
ular triend of mine, if their people could 
not be induced to treat them better: 
| He told me no; that it would not do to 
treat them better; that if you did it 
would make them insolent and saucy, 
and that they would rise and cut their 
throats and that of their wives and chil- 
dren. As to amalpamation among the 
native Africans and» Americans, there 
need be but little tears; such is the pre- 
judice existing between them, that | was 
| jutormed that there had been but two or 
three matches of that character since 
the settlement of the colony.
